8enor Macvro Was Oppoaed to tha

Viola^fd tha Lawa of tha 
Colombian Conatltution. 

Bogota, Colombia, Tuesday, Sept. 1. 
— The senate has appointed a commls- 
Hion to prepare a bill authorizing the 
government to negotiate a canal treaty 
• without violating the constitution, but 
the government has not presented It 
to congress, which is necessary, aslt- 
ing for roforma roRardlrR tribunals, 
the sovereign control of the canal strip 
and the hundred-year lease. The gen- 
eral feeling is favorable to a new 
treaty. Senor Macaro, tha actual pres. 
ident of the aanata, azpraaaed his ad- 
miration for the noble and sincere i»ol- 
Icy pursued by the United States and 
hopes that the canal will be opened 
by them. He says he regrets that he 
was oblized to oppose the Hay-Herran 
treaty as being a violation ot the laws 
of the constitution, but he will work 
strongly for a canal treaty satisfac- 
tory to both countries. Senator Obal- 
dia, v.ho has decided to support tbe 
canal treaty, baa been appointed fov- 
emor of Panama. 

Intense excitement baa been pro- 
duced here by a cablegram reporting 
the probability of the United States 
dealing directly with Panama in the 
canal matter. Senator Obaldia, who 
has been appointed governor of Pan- 
ama, left for hia poat. He will take 
with him « canal plan which it is said 
will satisfy all. 

Congress has only enacted Ave laws, 
and it is reported that the sessions 
will soon be closed. It is probable ttuit 
the preaidential candldatea will oe 
Qen. Rafael Reyes, the vice preaident, 
and Jose Manuel Marroquln, the actual 
president. The European legation has 
been offered to Gen. Fernandez, the 
former minister of war. 

7he government insists on congress 
reconsidering the matter of the Pana> 
ma canal treaty. 

Washington, Sept. 7. — Dr. Herran, 
the acting minister of I'olonihia still 
( llnRs to the hope that a way will be 
found whereby the present treaty will 
be ratified. He laya much streas on' 
the possibility that the aenate may 
agree to a measure to be subseqaent* 
ly passed by the house where there Is 
said to be a majority for the treaty, 
•giving President Marroquln authority 
to negotiate directly an instrument 
along the lines of tbe present treaty. 
Preaident Marroquln is known to be 
heartily in favor of the treaty as it is 
now drawn, and If he were duly au- 
thorized to do so the confident lu'lief 
of Dr. Herran is that the treaty would 
be ratified.

— A Melbourne dis- 
patch to the Daily Chronicle aayar 
The administrator of British New Gui- 
nea reports tbe discovery of an extra- 
ordinary tribe of marshland dwellers 
in the Island of Papua. Owing to the 
awampy ground and tangled tropical 
undergrowth, walking and canoeing 
are almost Impoaaible. The native 
dwellings are built In trees and as a 
result of the conditions the natives are 
gradually losing the use of their lower 
limbs and arc unable to walk on hard 
ground without their feet bleeding. 
Their bodies have developed enor- 
Boualy while their legs and thtgha 
.have become atrophied. In figure and 
carrtata they are apa-llke.

Vienna, Sept. 7. — Special dispatches 
give an unconfirmed report of an at- 
tempt on King P» ter's life at Nish on 
Saturday. It is s^d that stones were 
thrown at the royal carriage, one 
atrlking the king In tha face, and a 
pistol waa fired from a neighboring 
Windbw. It Is also rumored that the 
Sixth Servian regiment, notorluo for 
the part it played in the recent regi- 
cides, has been ordered to Nish. 

Cotton Mill to Resume. 
Henderson, Ky., Sept. 7. — The Hen- 
derson cotton mills, one of the largest 
planta in the aouth, will resume (dera- 
tions Beptomber 9. This plant has 
been closed down for about three 
months on account of the high priio 
of cotton. It employs about 900 bands. 



Chicago, Sept. 7. — Following the di- 
rect charge that, money thus far col- 
lected by assessment from the various 
labor unlona of Chicago had been 
waated and consonled in salariea, the 
Chicago Federation of I^bor Sunday 
al)oli8hed Its defense fund committee 
aftir a stormy session during which 
lies were passed, incriminating charges 
were made and llatlcufla were narrow- 
ly averted. 

James Bowman, formerly president 
of the federation, and J. J. Fifzpatrick, 
organizer, said that the proceedings of 
tbe meeting and the events that led up 
to them were a disgrace to union labor 
in the United Btates. Charges of dis- 
honesty were openly made against sev- 
eral prominent labor leaders and rec- 
ommendations were made that these 
men be suspended. 

After a .<;t()riiiy session the federa- 
tion decided to adopt a compromise 
plan and to appoint a committee to in- 
vestigate the charges against the men 
mentioned.

MARCONI IN «T. LOUIS. 



The Inventor la In Conaultatlon With 
the World'a Fair Manager^ ^ 

St. Louis, Sept. 7.— Sig. nuirlielmo 
MarcOril. the famous young inventor 
of the wirtless telegraph, arrived in 
St. Louis Sunday night, accompanied 
by a number of offleiais of hia com- 
pany. Shortly after their arrival they 
were called on by a party of World's 
fair officials. ln< l\i(llug I'resident Fran- 
cis, the members of the reception and 
entertainment committees, and the 
electrical committees, who are now In 
tbe city. They were taken in car- 
riages to the St. Louis club, where a 
dinner was given in honor of Slg. Mar- 
coni. 

The visit of Marconi to the World's 
fair grounds Is for the purpose of con- 
sulting with the exposition officials in 
regard to the proposed establishment 
of a wireless telegraph station on the 
site. 

ATTACKED WITH PAVING BRICKS. 

An Attempt to Assassinate the Mayor 
of Tuscola, III. 

Tuscola, 111., Sept. 7.— Two men at- 
tempted to asKassinate .Mayor C'narles 
E. McMasters Saturday midnight as he 
was entering his barn to put up his 
horse after a drive. The men were 
concealed in the bam and attacked 
Mayor McMasters with paving bricks, 
felling him twice with blows on the 
head. One blow waa struck from be- 
hind. The mayor fought oft the as- 
sailants and they fled. The mayor be- 
•lieves he recognized tbe men as 
friends of two women whom he had 
arrested Saturday, ^o arreata have 
been made. 

ANOTHER MURDER MYSTERY. 

Body of An Unidentified Man Found 
In the River at St. Loula. 

St Louis, Sept. 7.— The police have 

another murder mystery to solve as a 
result of the finding of the body of an 
unidentified man In the river at the 
foot of Lucas avenue. A bullet bole 
between the eyes discovered when the 
body waa taken to )he morgue is the 
basis for the theory that the man had 
been foully «Jealt with, and later de- 
velopments at an autopsy held over 
the body strengthened this theory. 

The shoes worn by tbe dead man 
were marked "D. A. Pitta," Cordele, 
Oa." The body bad evidently been in 
tbe water about ten days. 

Locomotive Boiler Exploded. 

Blooniinglon, 111.. Sept. 7. — While 
passing Green View at full speed Sun- 
day the boiler of a locomotive pulling 
a Kansaa City fast train waat-bound 
on the Chicago 4b Alton railroad ex- 
ploded, killing Engineer Frank J. Up- 
ton, probably fatally injuring Fire- 
man C. C. Keltner and hurting Brake-, 
man J. A. Montgomery. \

Thirty Villages Destroyed By the 
Turks— All the Flouring Mills in 
the District of Resen and Ev- 
ery Chureh Burned. 

Sofia, Bulgaria, Sept. 7.— According 
to reliable reports from Varna, at the 
recent council of ministers presided 
over by Prince Ferdinand at tbe pal- 
ace of Euzlnograd, it was resolved 
that Bulgaria should continue to main- 
tain an attitude of tbe strictest neu- 
trality In the Macedonian question and 
further that the most stringent meas- 
ures should be adopted to prevent any- 
thing likely •to cause a disturbance in 
Bulgaria's relatione with Turkey. Tbe 
war minister Is reported to have spo- 
ken strongly In the council against 
any thought of Bulgaria declaring war 
on Turkey; first, on account of the 
enormous expenditure that such a war 
would involve, and secondly, because 
the great powers would never permit 
Bulgaria to reap the advantage If she 
were victorious. Should Turkey at- 
tack Bulgaria, dei lared the minister, 
the present army could hold the Turks 
in check for the ilrst few days while 
the entire Bulgarian army could be 
mobilized within three to twelve days. 
BulMarla wotild never declare war, he 
added, but if war was declared against 
her, she would accept the challenge 
fearlessly. 

As an evidence of Bulgaria's peace- 
ful Intentions, the council decided that 
upon the first symptoms of disorder 
on the frontier martial law would be 
proclaimed at Burgas. Kostendil, Fhil- 
Ippolopls and Sofia. The ministers ex- 
pressed the opinion that the powers 
would soon reach the conviction that 
the Macedonian question could not be 
decided without their Intervention. 

The Autonomieum publishes the 
names of 60 villages burned by the 
Turks In the following districts: 

Resen, 80 villages; Dostur, 14; 
Brushevo. 6 and one monastery. The 
Turks burned four villages in tbe dis- 
trict of Strushkopollak and murdered 
the priest. The population fled to the 
nH)untains. The Turks have destroyed 
all the flour mills In the district of 
Resen and also every church. A fight 
is reported to have taken place at the 
village of Vetrsko, In the district of 
Kumanovo. between a body of Instir- 
gents and a Turkish battalion. It last- 
ed four hours and the Turks lost 
heavily. 

Reporta have reached the revolu- 
tionary headquarters of atrocities by 

the Turks in the village of Velmostl, 
In the district of Debar. Troops and 
BashI Hazouhs are said to have sur- 
rounded the village and part of them 
entered and began plundering the 
houses and asaaultlng the women. The 
other soldiera remained outside and 
killed those inhabitants who tried to 
escape. Tbe Turks then set Are to 
the village in four places, burning 12 
women and children. One child was 
hanged. Altogether 60 peasants we:e 
killed and their bodies were left lying 
in the streets. 

WAR OF EXTERMINATION. 

Matsacrea in the Vilayet of Monatsir 
Are of Dally Occurrence. 

London, Sept. 7.— The' Daily Mall's 

correspondent at Monastlr, telegraph- 
ing under Saturday's date, says: 

"Ther. is no doulit that a Turkish 
war of extermination Is proceeding in 
the Okrlda district. The massacrea ot 
a century ago are as nothing compar- 
ed with those occurring daily in the 
vilayet of Monastlr. I have obtained 
substantial evidence to prove that the 
Turkish nisams (Turkish regular 
troops) are in most cases committing 
unheard of atrocities, which are not 
solely the work of the BashI Basouks, 
as the authorities are seeking to prove. 
The plight of the survivors Is terri- 
ble. Not daring to leave their houses 
and subsisting on gra^s and water, 
they resemble people in the last stages 
of famine. The Turks are also losing 
heavily. Judging from the number ot 
injured arriving her*. 

Among the instances he gives in sup- 
port of his statement the correspond- 
ent relates that a priest's son in one 
village was flayed alive and kept In 
this horrible condition for several 
daya to the delight of hia tormentors 
until a me rcifnl Turk ahot h tan dead.

Stanton, formerly of 
this city, met with an uuuaoal accident 
last Saturday mornmg. and bis l^cape 
ffoa iaatant dratli atdar tb* dientt- 
stanoM wsa miraculous. 

Mr. Stautoo is an ezpreaa messenger 
on tbe C. and O. and Saturday was look* 
log after tbe bo'iness on the westbound 
local passinit .Vlaytville at 8:50 a. m. 
ihe train was fifteen or twenty minutes 
late reacbinic here. Some shipper bad 
consigned a calfsto tbe messenger's care, 
and shortly after tbe train left MaysviUe, 
the calf made a lunge for the side-doer 
of tbe coach, and went out, dragging Mr. 
Stanton with it. Tbe aeddatit happanad 
just east uf Mr. Normaa'a ItlklHIOa a 
mile weat of tbe city. 

Strange to aay no one saw tbe accident, 
nor was Mr. Stanton missed until the 
train readied Dover. Inquiry by wire 
failed to locate him here, but as the east- 
bound local traiu due here at 10:05 ap- 
proached tbe scene of tbe accident tbe 
engineer discovered Mr. Stanton. He 
was taken aboard and brought to this 
city, later being removed to rtloms at tbe 
Brooks House, whe-e his injuries were 
dressed by Dr. Reed, the C. and U. sur- 
geon, assisted by Drs.^Tanlbee, Adamson 
and Browning;. 

At first it waa thought Mr. Stanton 
was faulty injured, bot he rallied from 
the shock and conriHBion of the brain, 
and is in a fair way to recover. His 
worst injory is a deep wound under tbe 
TinUt arm, caused by bis striking some 
sharp obstruction. In addition to this 
he was badly bmiaad about the head 
and body. 

Mr. Stanton has been resting as well 
as coold be expected, and hi:^ physicians 
anticipate no serious result now unless 
bloodpoisoning sboold set in.

cot, lirm the Bi Li.KTis'.i Btstenipnts a few 
weeks ago that the Ohio river is to be 
bridged in tbo near fntoro at this point 
and a railroad is to he constructed north 
to Golumbns and the lakes, making with 
the L. and N. a groat north and south 
trunk line. On this point the ijllowing 
Associated Press dispatch will prove in- 
teresting reading, especially to MaytviUsL 
and Aberdeen citisens: 

CiNciN.vATi, Sept. 5.--The Ohio River 
and Columbus Railway Company has 
filed a mortgage .at Waabington C. U , 
for a million dollars in favor of the l^aion 
Savings Bank anJ Trmt Company of Cin- 
cinnati to secure bonds fcr construction 
of a atoam and electric railroad throagh 
Franklin, Mailiion, Fayette, Pickawav, 
Highland and Brown counties from Co- 
lombna to Maysville. 

The new line is to connect the lines 
running east and went throiiKb Columbus 
with the Cbesapeakeand Ohio and Louis- 
ville and Nashville and other lines in 
Kentucky. This line was partly surveyed 
over fifty years a;;o as the most direcl 
line between the lakes and the Ohio 
valley. Part of the grading has already 
been done. 

Plana have been perfected for coal 
elevaton at Mayavillo aad Aberdeen, 
where a 1art;e bridge will bo rcqoired over 
the Ohio river. 

The line ie to be in operation between 
Ripley and Sardinia December 1. The 
road is being constructed for steam 
motive power, bnt the charter is socb as 
to allow the nse also of electricity. 

As intereating as the above may be, 
the following from Sunday's Commercial 
Tribune tells of a great railway project 
of vaatly greater importance to Maysville 
and all Eastern Kentucky : 

"A few weeks ago a party of well known 
capitalists and coal men i >rmed the tem- 
porary organisation of the Great Nnr' h- 
erii Coal and Coke Company. i>ne < i the 
tirst meetings being held in Cincinnati 
ten daya ago. The Great Northern Com- 
pany owns outright nesrly 400,000 acres 
of coal land in Jobneon, Pike, Floyd and 
Martin conoties, Kentucky, and this large 
amount of acreage is being added to as 
fist as possible, it being the intention c i 
the promoters r f the company to control 
all coal lands in Southeastern Kentucky. 
The holdings of the company lie on the 
west side of the Big Sandy river. Instead 
( I using the river for shipping the prod- 
uct, a railroad will be bailt from the rlvir 
to Maysville, where the coal willbetrana- 
ferred to bargee t >r Cincinnati and down- 
the-river shipments. 

The (treat Nortliern Coinpafiy, it is 
said, aims to make Cincinnati the largest 
bituminous coal market in the world. An 
sgent for the company has already been 
here, looking up sites on the river front 
for two elevators. It is the purpose of 
the new company to control the coal trade 
in all the river towns from Maysville to 
Nriw Orleans. 

This new enterprise will place Cincin- 
nati within 150 milee cf the largeet min- 
ing operations in the country. 

At Maysville will be erected two im- 
mense ateel coal tipples, and tbey will 
be fitted lip with the very late.%t mc- 
chinery and devices hr unloading from 
the cars to the barges. Not over a min- 
ute will be used in trauFf -erring the con- 
tents of a coal car to the barge. 

The new company ia capitalized at$IO,- 
000,000, and its promotara and organizers 
are as follows: Senator J. N. Camden 
and Sprigg Camdeo, of Parkersburg, W. 
Va., P. L. Kimberiy, Sharon, Pa ; F. A. 
Dinley and Robert New(oni Chicago ; 
Geo. C. Howe, Duluth, Mipm., and J. C. 
Mayo, Paintsville, Ivy.

Tobacco— There was a subntanllal Incresse In 
b all otlvrinKs and nci ipis cliirliig the weA, and 
H sliKht fHllingotr in the i>orcenUKe of negotla- 
tloiic, iciiiliiiK to show the marki't to have been 
generally satlBfactory to thippcrs. But while 
sales have been mostly accepted there is a grow- 
ing feeling amongsellers that present conditions 
and the future outloolc seem to Justify a higher 
range in valuer, as they argue that estimates 
and calculations of the quantity of the crop now 
selliug are falling short, and it is a well-known 
(act that the growing crop will be still shorter, 
and much of It Is of a slanted growth, owing to 
late plHiitiiig, and rather iDdilTerent in quality. 

Advice* from the growing districts are some- 
what anreltable and mialeadiug. Some planters 
claim the crop will be very little short ol last 
year's in quantity, but ndly deficient In quality, 
owing to lata planting and dry waatbar la July 
and August. Otheia more favorably sttoatad re- 
port good growth and body and a larga propor- 
tion of flne oolory leaf poMtbIa at maturity, 1( 
early ffoata do not eauaa datarloratiun.^ -
